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column went on to call 
Norton~ ‘‘Crawford’s 
misguided missile’ and his 
chairmanship of the County 
Legislature’s Education 
Committee as a ‘cruel and 
tasteless joke on the elec- 
torate.”” No matter how hard 
Norton may try, his at- 
tempts at charging 
irregularities at the college 
often ‘‘blow up in his face 
like an exploding cigar ina 
burlesque act.” 

In the interview that 
followed, Rossie states that 
the faults at the college do 
not lie entirely with the 
Legislature. He feels that the 
College Board of Trustees is 
“too timid’”’ and should take 
the greater hand in the af- 
fairs of the school. 

One of the most disap 
pointing things Rossie feels 
exists in the Front Street 
quagmire is the inability of 
the Alumni Association to 


take a strong stand on the 
issues. Rossie said the only 
thing they have done is ‘‘sit 
on their hands and issue one 
mealy-mouth statement.” 
Apparently to Rossie, the 
only one to escape virtually 
unscathed by the County’s 
version of Edgar Bergen and 
Charlie McCarthy is acting— 
college president Gary 
Reddig. Rossie elaborated 
on this stand. ‘“‘Reddig chose 
to be honest instead of 
political. He has the in 
tegrity to challenge Norton 
and the Legislature and has 
the college interests at 
heart.” Reddig has also 
stalled the latest attempt by 
the County to interfere by 
stating in the Evening Press, 
November 24, 1975 that ‘“‘Mr. 
Norton will not tell us.how to 
set the admission policies for 
this college.” In that same 
edition of The Press, 
Crawford stated he was

In 1974, the Office of .Occupational Planning and 
Placement was established. One main function of this of- 
fice is to survey the graduating class. 

The following table from the report shows that 
approximately 87 percent of the class of 1975 are either 
employed or transferred to further education. _- 

With the exception of Criminal Justice, (Associate of 
Science Degree a part-time night course) the Dental 
Hygiene Department placed the highest percentage of 
graduates into work, 96 percent. The remainder tran- 
ferred to further their education. It is important to note 
however, that the figure, as all others, are derived from the 
number of responses to the survey. 

The Industrial Technology graduates received the 
highest average salary, some $13,285. Not all students 
responding to the survey provided salary information and 
this should also be noted. 

Every student in the Liberal Arts Associate of- Science 
degree transferred. This shows the success of that transfer- 
oriented program. Some 89 percent of the Business Ad- 


ministration graduates transferred, the remaining 11 per- 
cent are now employed. A 
Liberal Arts in the Associate of Arts degree graduated 
the largest number, 247 students. Of these, 87 percent 
transferred to other institutions. : 
The lowest paid graduates on the scale are the Criminal 


Justice graduates (AA, a day curriculum). They receive an ~ 


average yearly salary of $4,368. 
The Engineering Department was the only department to 


have no members employed. A vast majorty, 97 percent | 


chose to transfer. 

Overall, 60 percent of the graduates in occupationally 
oriented departments are employed, while 21 percent chose 
to transfer. 

In the transfer oriented programs, 83 percent tran- 
sferred, 12 percent preferred to go into employment. 


__ The report concludes: “On the whole, it appears that - 
Broome Community College has been successful in its 


mission of preparing students for employment or for 
transfers.” ’

Angelo Zuccolo, the 


director of the BCC Theatre 
Company, describes their 
next production as being 
“phantasmagorical, bawdy, 
brilliant, seductive, har- 
monizing, innovative, 
charming, creative, and a 
musical extravaganza’’. In 
spite of this lavish array of 
words, Zuccolo feels that 
they are all, none-the-less, 
understatements when 
describing the show ‘Fin 
negans Wake.” 

The stage dramatization 
created by Mary Manning 
was based on the novel 
“Finnegans Wake’ . by 
James Joyce. The story 
concerns Joyce’s view of the 
life-death cycle and the 
dialogue exists on a multi- 
media level from which, for 
example, several words may 
be combined into one. as in 
“‘wrongstoryshortener’’. The 
entire sequence of dialogue 
is a complexity far ex- 
ceeding the norm. Typical 
examples are ‘‘what a 
quhare sort of mahan’’,“‘. . . 
tell us in franca langua. And 
call a spate a spate.’’ These 


simply translate into ‘‘what 
a queer sort of man” and 
“tell us in frank language. 
And call a spade a spade.” 
Perhaps the best example af 
Joyce’s conglomeration of 
letters is: 

““Pperkodhus kurunbarr- 
ggruauyakokgorlaorgromg - 
remmitghu ndhur thrumath- 
unaradillifaititillibumullu - 
nukkunun!”’ 

The translation for this is 
anyone’s guess and the 
word, fortunately, was 
omitted from the stage 
adaptation. 

The play focuses on the 
dream of Humphrey 
Chimpden Earwicker, also 
known as “‘H.C.E.” or ‘“‘Here 
Comes Everybody’’ or 
‘““‘Haveth Childers 
Everywhere.’’ Central 
figures in the dream are his 


twin sons ‘‘Shem’’ and 
“Shaun” and Earwicker’s 
wife, ““Anne Livia 


Plurabelle’’ who represents 
eternal womanhood. 

James Joyce took 
seventeen years in the 
writing of the novel and was, 
during this period, con- 
stantly plagued with poor 
eye sight. He was gifted 


musically with what was 
described as a “fine tenor 
voice’ and at one time was 
known to have considred 
going into singing 
professionally. It was partly 
because of his musical talent 
and poor eye sight that 
Joyce’s imagination in 
“Finnegans Wake’’ was 
more auditory than visual; 
although the BCC Produc- 
tion will have a great deal of 
visual metaphors _in- 
corporated into the show. 

The BCC production will 
havea musical arrangement 
which will ‘personify the 
whole spectrum of human 
emotions’ according to 
Zuccolo. The use of bright 
colors through lighting ef- 
fects, both psychedelic and 
strobe, and slide background 
will be used. 

Zuccolo noted that ‘A 
magnificent coffin which, 
through the creavity of the 
actors, transfers regularly 
from coffin to ocean liner, to 
wedding chapel, to church, 
to political arena, to toilet, to 
grant guignol puppet theatre 
and back again, will be used. 
Consequently a boundless 
enthusiasm, agility, and a 
creativity in dance and

movement will be required 
of the actors, along with an 
instinct for synthesizing 
their experiences and emo- 
tions.”’ 

Performing in this type of 
show is what Zuccolo calls 
“the crowning glory of the 
accumulated experience of a 
good Liberal Arts education 
... Although half of the cast 
members are _ dental 
hygienists. It deals with all 
of man’s activities through 
the ages; political 
references are made, along 
with social satire and multi- 
puns. This, according to 
Zuccolo “‘uses sensivity and 
human emotions as_ the 
common denominator.” 

The set will be designed by 
G. Scott Corliss of the BCC 
Humanities Department. 
The major task of Mr. 
Corliss will be to somehow 
make the coffin appear to 
‘float’? through the air, and 
this promises to blend in well 
with the theme of the show. 

“Finnegans Wake”, which 
achieved international 
acclaim in the Holland and 
Edinborough festivals a few 
years ago, will be presented 
in the BCC Little Theatre on 
March 12, 13, & 14th.

One of the groups that doesn’t do 
a good job, however, is the 
maintenance department here at 
Broome Community College. 

Before the between semester 
a reporter from the 
FULCRUM was assured that 
parking lots and sidewalks would 
be cleared as quickly as possible to 
avoid hazardous situations for 
students and faculty alike. 

This assurance seems to have 
fallen through as evidenced by the 


~ ice covered parking lots and semi- 


dangerous sidewalk conditions. 
The sidewalk conditions show that 
they were left until the last possible 
minute and the main student 


parking lot wasn’t being cleared’ 


until January 13-just six days 
before school was to resume. 
At this point, sidewalks have 


been partially cleared and cinders - 


have been applied sparingly 
causing very dangerous conditions 


in some areas. The parking lot had 


accumulated several inches of 
snow and a slick coating of ice 
before any actions were taken to 
remedy the situation. As a result 
there is now a two inch layer of ice 
covered by a couple inches of snow 
(at this writing) making the area 
somewhat suitable for ice skating. 


Granted, the storms took place 
over vacation, but the snow 
removal could have been started 
much earlier so a more thorough 
job could have resulted. At other 
universities,- whether state 
operated like SUNY Binghamton or 
privately operated like Saint 
Bonaventure the snow removal is 
handled much more efficiently and 
better results are achieved. Sure, 
this is only a community college, 
but public safety should have top 
priority and the existing conditions 
certainly aren’t promoting safety. 

We hope this situation doesn’t 
occur again and that something is 
done to improve the hazards that 
are now present. Further, we hope 
no serious injuries take place 
because of lackluster operations.

~ “Pilot Maker’’. 


The “Pilot Maker” was 
the name given to the first 
Link Flight Trainer. In 1934, 
the Army Air Corps placed 
an order with Link to build 
six trainers. The develop- 
ment of the boxlike trainers 
has definitely contributed 
highly to the development of 
our surpremacy of the skys. 
But’ the Link’s story isn’t 
that simple. 

On December 17, 1903 two 
young men, Wilbur and 
Orville Wright managed to 
lift their invention off the 
ground for one hundred 
twenty feet at Kitty Hawk, 
North Carolina. The 
amazing thing about this 
event is that it was the first 
time man had flown in a 
mechanical vehicle. Had 
man’s dreams of flying like a 
bird become a reality? 

The Wright Brothers and 
other inventors continued to 
improve the new flying 
machine. Soon a dramatic 
solo flight from New York to 
Paris in what Lindberg 
called the ‘flying boat’ 
proceeded across. the 
Atlantic and proved to 
almost everyone that the 
plane was more than a toy. 

World War I had begun 
and the use of the plane was 


greatly restricted as ex- 
perienced flyers were 
nowhere to be found. The 
new recruits had to learn by 
trial and error and it was a 


very costly and dangerous - 


way to learn. 

Edward A. Link, a young 
man from Binghamton, saw 
this training problem. 
The young Link with the aid 
of an engine and a wing 
design invented an aircraft 
simulator. The first trainer 
was like a minature plane 
with fuselage, empennage 
and wings. ; 

The Army first used the 
plane as a mail carrier, but 
when war broke out its 
original use was 
rediscovered. Planes were 
being built on the assembly 
line but unfortunately there 
were no pilots to fly them. 
The release of Link’s new 
invention taught thousands 
of men quickly and safely 
how to fly. Link and his new- 
ly formed Link Aviation 
Company continued to 
prosper. They continued to 
build and more importantly 
improve the ‘blue boxes’’ 
that were used to train over 
a half million-flyers world- 
wide. The company would 
soon build the famous C-11 
Jet Trainer and the B-47B 
Jet Bomber Simulator. The 
changes in development 
continued from mechanical 
and electronic, to com- 
puterized. 

The Link Company which 
is now the Link Division. of 
the Singer Company were 
not satisfied yet. The

facilities. If finalized this 
year, the guidelines will 
require refundable five cent 
deposit on all carbonated 
soft drink, beer, and malt 
liquor containers sold at 
federal facilities to en- 
courage their return. 

The EPA proposal came 
after years of bitter public 
debate, a court suit brought 
by three environmental 
organiza tions, and months of 
in-house politicing. ‘‘The 
beginning of the end of the 
throwaway ethic,’’ was the 
description of the guidelines’ 
proposal given by En- 
vironmental Action, the 
Washington, D.C., public

interest organization which 
has spearheaded efforts 
around the country to 
establish a mandatory 
deposit system to stem the 
growing production of 
throwaway beverage cor 
tainers. In 1959, 15.6 billion 
beverage containers were 
produced; in 1972 production 
reached 55 billion, with more 
than 80 billion expected by 
1980. EPA has reported that 
in 1969, beverage container 
litter accounted for 20 to 32 
percent of all roadside litter 
by item count. 

._ EPA explains that the 
guidelines are intended to 
reduce litter and solid waste, 
cut waste disposal costs, and 
encourage less consumption 
of energy and materials. If 
guidelines are fully im- 
plemented, the agency 
believes that they will 
reduce beverage container 
wastes at federal facilities 
by 65 percent and save the 
government about $2 million 
a year in disposal collection 
costs. 

Federal facilities now 
accountfor only about two to 
four percent of the beverage 
container wastes generated 
nationally. But the political 
battle that has accompanied 
the development of 


guidelines indicates that _ 


they are expected to have far 
greater significance than the 
number suggest. For over 
three years, Congress has 
considered legislation which 
would establish mandatory 
deposits nationwide. Both 
the opponents and 
proponents of beverage 
container regulation believe 
that the federal guidelines 
will significantly affect how 
Congress views national 
legislation. 

EPA’s proposal of the 
guidelines came in response 
to a 1974 suit brought against 
it by the Natural Resources 
Defense Council, En- 
vironmental Action, and 
Sierra Club. They have 
maintained that the En 
vironmental Protection

Agency is required to issue 
such guidelines as part of its 
responsibility under the 1970 © 
Resource Recovery Act to 
issue guidelines for ‘‘solid 
waste recovery, collection, 
separation, and disposal 
systems.’’ Opponents of the 
guidelines continue’ to 
challenge the legality of the 
guidelines, although both the 
Justice Department and 
EPA believe they are legal. 

Throughout the “retur- 
nable’’ controversy, en- 
vironmentalists have sup- 
ported a nationwide return 
to the returnable—a national 
way of life less than 20 years 
ago—as an important ap 
proach to resource con- 
Ser yviasti.o ny In 
congressionally invited 
testimony in 1974, the 
National Wildlife Federation 
spoke for eight en- 
vironmental and _ public 
interest organizations when 
Executive Vice President 
Thomas L. Kimball em- 
phasized that a mandatory 
deposit on beverage con 
tainers would lead the 
country beyond the ‘“‘out of 
sight, out of mind’’ approach 
to solid waste management 
and ‘‘lay the essential 
philosophical groundwork 
for all subsequent federal 
efforts to regulate and im- 
solid waste 
management.”’ 

Opponents of the man 
datory deposit such as the 
National Brewers 
Association, the Glass 
Containers Manufacturers, 
Institute, and the Glass 
Bottle Blowers Association 
have argued that the switch 
back to returnable con- 
tainers would. have serious 
affects on employment and 
the economy. Returnable 
bottle advocates have 
contended that more jobs 
will be gained than lost 
under a mandatory deposit 
system while jobs will only 
be lost if the industry con 
tinues. to produce more 
throwaways which are 
energy but not labor in

“Bullet park” 
Is Monotonous 


Bullet Park is a preten 
tious saga about two dull 
families living in suburbia, 
only enlivened rarely by a 
few moments which show 
what John Cheever could do 
with his literary gift if he 
wasn’t so stuck on New 
Rockdale and its people, who 
are so declasse that they still 
wear chef’s hats at bar- 
becues. 

The book spends too much 
time unfolding the lives of 
these trite characters, 
making them seem 
loathsome as well as dull. 
The adults are unoriginal, 
the teenagers are synthetic, 
and the situations they are 
involved in are worthless 
and uninteresting to a reader 
who could think of a hundred 
age things to do than read 


Cheever only brings about 
two interesting characters, 
to pitch some thrills in; a 
commuter who falls in front 
of a subway train, and 
another neighbor who goes 
insane with a buzzsaw, 
trying to kill some of the 
teenagers. At the end, with 
one dead, and another 
arrested for his attempted 
murder, Cheever can do 
nothing but end the book. All 
this from a man who writes 
such good short stories.

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“No person in the United States

This controversial statute 
is part of the final Title IX 
regulations of the Federal 
Educational Ammendments 
of 1972 which prohibits sex 
discrimination in education. 

Proposed in 1971 as an 
addition to the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, Title IX, was 


signed into law on June 23, 


1972, as part of the 
Education Ammendments of 
1972. The final regulations of 
these ammendments went 
into effect on July 21, 1975 
and will affect any and all 
schools which receive 
Federal money-from pre- 
schools to vocational and 
professional schools. Some 
of the basic provisions 
covered under Title IX, are 
summarized below. 
Admissions 

Admissions policies must 
be nondiscriminatory in 
vocational, professional and 
graduate schools and in 
public undergraduate in- 
stitutions—with the ex- 
ception of traditionally 


single-sex, public un- 
dergraduate colleges which 
may remain single sex. 
There can no longer be any 
admissions ranking or 
numerical quotas, by sex. 
Housing 

This outlaws the use of 
different rules and 
regulations and the im- 
position of different fees or 
requirements, on the basis of 
sex, in all areas of housing. 
Separate housing may be 
provided if they are com- 
parable in quality and cost, 


and proportional in quantity © 


to the number of students of 
that sex applying for such 
housing. 
Educational 
Activities 
No course or educational 
program or activity shall be 
offered separately on the 
basis of sex, or require or 
refuse participation by any 
students on such basis. In 
physical education classes 
or activities involving sports 
where the purpose or major 
activity in bodily contact (ie. :
